The following points were discussed and agreed upon: 
1) The club shall be known as the "The Warriors! Club". 


2) All Loyola Alumni and Alumnae are eligible for 
membership. Assiciate membership will be open to non-Loyola graduates 
provided the applicant has at least two (2) Loyola graduates who endorse 
his or her request. 


3) Membership fee $10.00 per annum. 
4 Privileges of aediba rahe: 

a) Season ticket to all Varsity games including 
admission to those designated as"booster games." 

b Periodic newsletters from the coaches. 

c) Admission following major events to post-game 
receptions with cash bar. 

d) Eligible to join the Warriors skating and/or 
gym and fitness clubs. 


5) Skating Club: Membership restricted to Warriors! 
Club Members and associate members. Cost of membership $15.00. Minimum 
number of members necessary to operate in 1972-73 is 40. In 1973-74, 
ice time will be guaranteed at 10:00 AM - 12:00 noon. 


6) Gym and Fitness Club: Membership restricted to 
Warriors Club Members and associate members. The cost of membership $15.0Q. 
There is no minimum number in order for the club to operate. 


Gym will be available every Sunday during the school 
year from 12 noon =- 2:00 PM. As interest warrants, additional hours in 
the gym will be available during the summer. Activities and equipment 
include: badminton, basketball, gymnastics, volleyball, joggind and others. 
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For fitness activities, the weight and exercise 
rooms, grounds for jogging and shower facilities will be available to 
members Monday - Friday, 9:00 AM - 10:30 PM, Saturday, 9:00 AM — 5:00 PM, 
Sunday, 10:00 AM - 5:00 PM. Equipment includes dumbells, barbells, 
inclined sit-board, punching bags, press machines, lat machines and others. 
A weight training instructor and a trainer will be available from time to 
time to give group instructions. 


7) Associate membership will be reviewed each year. 


. 8) Varsity athletes will be permitted to attend the 
periodic receptions on a restricted basis. 


9) It was recommended that M. Bruker be retained as 
a consultant until the club is established.
